Certain advantages would accrue to Illinois 
from annual legislative sessions. But the constitu¬ 
tional amendment to be decided Nov, 3 is so 
worded that disadvantages outweigh potential 
benefits. For this reason, the Press-Record recom¬ 
mends a "No" vote, which would result in present 
biennial sessions continuing without change. 

Among the defects is the “lame duck" aspect 
of the proposal. With all House members and half 
of Senate members up for re-election in each even- 
numbered year, it is illogical to schedule two-month, 
revenue deliberations after some have retired or 
been defeated in the April primary. There is at 
least a theoretical possibility that such legislators 
would completely disregard the public interest in 
their voting or absent themselves. 

Although a salary increase may be proper in 
any case, it is nevertheless true that other costs tb 
the state would be higher with annual meetings. 
Some critics of the amendment add that the more 
days the General Assembly is in > icssion, the more 
likelihood of fund appropriations reaching higher 
totals. 

We are not persuaded that present special ses¬ 
sions authority is adequate. This procedure failed 
utterly to solve the levee district election appor¬ 
tionment issue even though legislators were in 
Springfield to transact other business. But we also 
are not convinced that more efficient and effective 
government would be the automatic result of meet¬ 
ing more often. 

Many steps short of altering the Illinois con¬ 
stitution can be taken to improve state budgetary 
and fiscal procedures; these might include forma¬ 
tion of permanent committee staffs and research 
groups. If problems still are encountered after 
such steps are taken, annual sessions may be worth 
another look. 

By then, the redistricting snarl currently be¬ 
fore the courts will have been settled, and the 
makeup of the legislature will be fact rather than 
speculation. This knowledge could help in decid¬ 
ing how often it should meet and what should be 
done to safeguard downstate representation.

While it is a fairly common practice iin the 
business world for suppliers to' pay the expenses 
of prospective customers traveling to see their pro¬ 
ducts. it would have been more desirable if the 
city had authorized the trips to view treatment 
plant equipment, decided who should attend and 
paid the costs from its own funds. 

{Right Decision By 
Local Labor Council 

The Tri-Gfy Trades and Labor Council took 
tbe proper step in deciding against joining an effort 
to discredit Circuit Judge Joseph J. Barr, who is 
running for re-election on his record. A judge is 
supposed to base his actions on what the law says, 
not on whether a particular ruling helps or. -hurts 
a union local or anyone else. 

Of the three circuit judges on the balliot for 
retention Nov.'3. Barr scored highest in ratings by 
attorneys, being given especially high marks iin the 
categories of judicial temperament, common -sense, 
humanity, consideration and punctuality. There is 
not much more that voters can expect of a judge. 

Women’s League Gone But 
Should Not Be Forgotten 

It is regrettable that there was insufficient 
interest to successfully launch a League of Women 
Voters in the local area. Such groups have played 
a helpful role elsewhere in sponsoring candidate 
debates and compiling information on govern¬ 
mental issues. 

Because of the importance of its purpose- 

"to promote political' responsibility tbrouuh in¬ 
formed and active participation of citizens in gov¬ 
ernment"—we hope women voters will make a 
new attempt to organize here at some future time. 

Theory Due For A Test
